5 ion of all Our Loving Subjects of thoſe Counties, andthar they may not be ſeduced from their obedi. 
\&2S enceby the cunning and ſubtilty of thoſe men, That the ſaid Earle of Sraxford,or the other men under whoſe 
> IJ hands the Warrants have iflued, have no Authority from Vs ro grant any ſuch Warrants, burtthar the ſaid 
Earle, and his Confederates are in open and Acuall Rebellion againſt Vs, and doe endeavour to takeaway 
Our Lifefrom Vs. And We doe rherefore ſtraightly Charge and Command all Our loving Subjects whatſoever, upon their 
Allegiance, not to obey any of the ſaid Warrants, orany other Warrants of thelike nature granted or iſſued without OurEx- 
preſſe Conſent, and ſuch as by colour of ſuch Authority have afſembled together, thar they immediately disband and repaire to 
their houſes. And Wedoe once more renew Our offer of a free and gratious Pardon to all Our Subjeds of Our ſaid three ſe- 
verall Counties, excepting thoſe whom We before excepted in Our ſeverall Proclamations concerning thoſe Our Counties, 
andexcepting Sir Edward Bainton, who hath exerciſed ſuch cruell traiterous and unheard of Infolencies over his fellow Sub. 
jects, as cannot be paralelled, againſt all which Wc ſhall proceed according to the Rules of the Law, as againſt Perſons guilty of 
high Treaſon. And whom We doe hereby require all Our Officers and Miniſters of Tuſtice, and all Our loving Subjects what- 
{ocyer, toapptchend and caule to be kept in ſake Cuſtody. And Our Expreſle Pleaſure is, and We doe hereby willand Com- 
mand all the ſeverall Tenants of the Perſons cxcepred in Our Proclamation, for thoſe three Counties of Glocefter,Somerſer,and 
TVilts,andall other perſons who areany wayes indebted untothem , andallthe Tenantsto any other perſon of any of the ſaid 
Counties, whois now in Actuall and open Rebellion againſt Vs, or who after the publiſhing of this Our Proclamation ſhall 
contribute to the maintenance of the Armies now in Rebellion againſt Vs, under the Condudt of Robert Earle of Eſſex , the 
{aid Earle of Sranford, or of any other Perſon or perſons, That they forbeare to pay any Reats or Debts duetothe ſaid ſeveral] 
Perſons, but deteinethe ſame in their hands towards the maintenance of the Peace of the Counties , andthe reparation of ſuch 
men who have ſuffered by the violence of the others. And iifany Souldier or Souldiers now under Command againft Vs, in 
cither of Our ſaid three Counties, ſhall within ſixe dayes after the publiſhing of this Proclamation, apprehend and bring before 
Vs orany Officers of Our Army, or any other Our Miniſter of Tuſtice, ſo that the Perſon a prehended be kept in ſafe Cuſtody, 
the bodies of any of the Perſons ſo excepted by Vs, or of any oft the Commanders or Officers now in Rebellionagainſt Vs in 
any of the ſaidthree Counties,ſuch Souldier or Souldiers,befides their Pardons,ſhall receive ſuch liberall Rewards by Penſions 
or otherwiſe, as their ſeverall Services in reſpe& of the qualitles of the Perſons ſo apprehended ſha!ldelerve. And if any 
Commander or Officer (except the Perſons before excepted) nowin Rebellion againſt Vs1n any of the ſaid three Counties, ſhall 
within five dayes after this Our Proclamation publiſhed, being convinced in his Conſcience of his damnable offence againſt 
Godand Vs, inafliſting this odiousRebellion, rerurne to His Allegiance, and repaireto Our Army, and commit no hoftilc Act 
inthe meane whileagainſt Vs, We ſhall not only Pardon him, but ſo farre imploy him as his quality and demeanour ſhall de- 
ſerve. And We doe hereby requift all Our Loving Subjes of whardegree or quality ſoever, within Our ſaid three ſeverall 
Counties, upon their Allegiance, and as they tender the cauſe of God, the Proteſtant Religion, being 1n vaded and threatnedto 
b- rooted up by Anabapriſts, Browniſts, and Atheiſts,of Vs, and Our Poſterity, (Our Life being ſought after by this Rebelli. 
on, and of themſelves the Law and Liberty of the Subjc& being in apparant hazard to b: ſubjeRedtoan Arbitrary Lawleſle 
power, ofa few Schiſmaticall, FaRious and ambitious Perſons) to aſſiſt UJs in Perſon, or with the Loane of Money, Plate, and 
Horſes, inthis Our great neceffity. And having ſaid thus much our of Our tender regard of Our Subjects of thoſe Our 
Counties; If they ſhall henceforward be guilty of che premiſſes, and ſhalleither by Loane or Contribution afliſt the ſaid Ar. 
my of Rebells, aſſemble and Muſter themſelves in Armes without Authority derived from Vsunder Our Hand , or ſhall enter 
intoany Oath of Aſſociation for oppoſing Vs and Our Army, and ſo compell Vs toſendpart of Our Forcesthither, to reduce 
them to their Obedience, they muſt anſwer the miſcries, thar muſt follow, to God, andtheir Countrey.
